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^Dociriftat ^Statement 


The College holds and teaches the essential doctrines of the Christian Faith as 
embraced by the great evangelical bodies. The doctrinal statement is as follows. 

We believe in . . . 

1. The verbal-plenary inspiration and divine authority of both the Old and New 
Testaments in the original manuscripts. U Tim. 3:16; 11 Peter 1:21. 

2. The one living and true God, an eternally existent Trinity of three Persons: 
The Father, the Son and the Holy Spirit, equal in every respect and executing 
distinct but harmonious offices in the activities of the Godhead. Psa. 90:2; 
Matt. 28:18-19; John 10:30; Acts 5:3, 4. 

3. The Genesis account of creation as factual and historic and that man was created 
directly by God. Gen. 1:1, 26, 27; Col. 1:16. 

4. The temptation and fall of man, as recorded in Genesis, with the consequent 
depravity of all mankind and liability to eternal punishment for sin. Rom. 3:10, 
19-20, 5:12; Eph. 2:1-3. 

5. The deity of Jesus Christ and that through His Virgin Birth, true humanity and 
undiminished deity were united in one Person forever. Matt. 1:23; Luke 1:35; 
John 1:1, 14; Heb. 7:24-25. 

6. The substitutionary death of Christ for sinners. His shed blood being the only 
ground of forgiveness of sin, and His bodily resurrection and ascension to heaven 
as Lord of all. Rom. 4:25; 1 Cor. 15:3-6; Eph. 1:20-22; 1 Pet. 1:18-19; Acts 10:36. 

7. The truth that men are accounted righteous before God, regenerated hy the Holy 
Spirit, and given eternal life on the single condition of faith in Jesus Christ as 
personal Saviour. John 1:12, 10:28-29; Rom. 3:24; Titus 3:5. 

8. The fact that every believer has perfect acceptance before God in Christ, and that 
the indwelling Holy Spirit enables him to lead a life of godliness. Rom. 5:2, 
6:11-13; 1 Cor. 6:19; Titus 2:12. 

9. The Church as the body of Christ which began at Pentecost and is a spiritual 
organism composed of all believers who are placed into that body by the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit. The local visible church is a manifestation of the universal 
church organized for the fellowship of believers and the continuation of Christ’s 
work on earth. Rom. 12:5; 1 Cor. 12:12-13; Eph. 1:22-23, 5:21-33. 

10. The personality of Satan and his associates, fallen through sin, whose activity 
is to thwart God’s plan, for whom salvation is unavailable and the Lake of Fire 
is especially prepared. Isa. 14:12-17; Ezek. 28:11-19; 11 Cor. 4:3-4; 1 Pet. 5:8: 
Rev. 20:10; Matt. 25:41. 

11. The resurrection of the bodies of the saints, the rapture of the church at the end 
of the present dispensation, the Tribulation followed by the premillennial return 
of Christ in glory, the resurrection of the bodies of the wicked, their judgment 
and eternal punishment. Matt. 24:29-31; Luke 1:30-33; 1 Cor. 15:50-58; 1 Thess. 
4:13-18; Rev. 20:1-6, 11-15. 

12. The responsibility of the saved to witness by life and word concerning Jesus 
Christ and to proclaim the Gospel to all the world. Matt. 28:19-20; Acts 1:8; 
11 Cor. 5:19-21; Rev. 22:17.

One of the greatest contributions of the 
Winnipeg Bible Institute to its students is 
making it possible for them to know their God. 
This is done in a two-fold way. First, the student 
is given the opportunity to attend class, study, 
and assimilate the facts concerning the Person 
and nature of God. A student may come, 
memorize all the facts, know all about God, 
and not really know his Lord. Yet knowing about 
God leads to a personal knowledge of God. 
Second the student is given opportunities to 
know the Lord experientially. Ail of school life 
is designed with the purpose of leading students 
to an intimate knowledge of the Lord. Chapel, 
prayer days, prayer meetings and individual 
quiet times are provided to cause the student 
to know the Lord. You can lead a horse to 
water, but you cannot make him drink. You 
can give a person every opportunity to know 
the Lord, but you cannot force him to drink. 

1963-64 has been a great year, because 
faculty and students have come to know the 
Lord better. We have known Him through 
Christian service as lives were changed, we 
have known Him through prayer meetings as 
answers were received, and we have known 
Him through quiet times as He made Himself 
real to our lives. 


Our year verse tells us that those who know 
their God shall be strong. The aim of Bible 
school is to build strong lives; strong in the 
Word of God, strong in faith, strong in service 
and strong in convictions. 

1963-64 has been a great year because the 
faculty and students have been strengthened 
in their life and service. The twentieth century 
with perilous times and unpredictable days need 
young lives of strength. 

"Do exploits." This is the challenge we have 
from God. If God's people know Him and if 
God's people are strong — then exploits will 
result. 

This the twenty-fifth publication of The King's 
Herald portrays: 

1. Students coming to know Him. 

2. Students becoming strong. 

Only the future can tell of exploits. In the 
next twenty-five years, I trust the students of 
W.B.I. 1963-64 will do exploits around the 
world because they have come to know Him 
in this school and have become strong.

There is only one thing that is of comparative importance to knowing God's Word, 
and that is applying God's Word. The application of God's Word is paramount to 
salvation, to sanctification, and to service. The apostle James expressed it in a very 
concrete way when he said, "But be ye doers of the Word and not hearers only." 
(James 1:22.) Winnipeg Bible Institute is located in a metropolitan center, and thus 
provides many opportunities to engage in active Christian service. 

True learning is accomplished when one has made an intelligent union of the 
theoretical with the practical. A student's work becomes more meaningful when he 
or she has the opportunity to practice what has been studied. This year we have 
students working in some twenty-eight churches. Some of the opportunities offered 
are; Gospel team work, prison and mission work, Sunday School teaching, student 
pastorates, children's work, and visitatio n. Some serve in the field of music by 
participating in the Chapel Choir, trios, q uartets, and as instrumental ensembles. Each 
student has at least one Christian service assignment a week, and in the prayer meeting 
every Thursday, students share their work with one another and the Lord. 

Although faith comes through a hearing of God's Word, we must also recognize 
the truth in the words of another: "Work makes faith sweet and strong." In the 
activities of Christian service, each student experiences the hand of God in humbling 
him, and in strengthening his faith.
